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WATER POLLUTION CONTROL 


The Farmington Water Pollution Control Plant utilizes a 
modification of the activated sludge process known as Extend- 
ed Aeration, a commonly used biological treatment system 
which has proven its effectiveness for many years. 

Biological waste treatment utilizes an active mass of 
biological organisms, in contact with the wastewater, to 
consume the organic matter. After the required aeration 
period, the biological solids are removed in a settling tank and 
returned to the head of the plant where they are mixed with 
the incoming wastewater. The supernatant (clarified liquor) 
goes to the chlorine contact tank for disinfection prior to 
discharge. 


The schematic drawing shows the path of the wastewater 
through the Farmington Treatment Facility. Starting on the 
left, the wastewater enters the treatment plant at the wetwell 
located beneath the control building. It is then pumped by a 
system of three centrifugal pumps, to the first floor of the 
control building. The wastewater then passes through a com- 
minutor which shreds solid materials to a uniform size. The 
wastewater then flows via a distribution box to either or both 
of the aeration ditches where the biological treatment process 
takes place. The addition of oxygen and the mixing action 
required are accomplished by 25 horsepower rotor aerators 
in each ditch. The average retention time at design flow of 
600,000 gpd is approximately twenty-four hours.

REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The 1972 town report published in March 1973 eliminated 
most of the detail of receipts and expenditures and substi- 
tuted a complete audit report in its place. This change ap- 
peared acceptable to the citizens as no adverse comments 
were received. The same format is being used for the 1973 
report. 

The written reports of the various officials, boards, and 
commissions included in this report will provide the taxpayers 
with a good insight into the municipal operations.for the year 
recently ended. 

The three year program to convert street lighting from 
incandescent to mercury-vapor entered the second year. 
Lights were changed or new lighting installed on the following 
streets: Box Shop Hill, Church St., Elm St., High St., Lincoln 
St., Holly Rd., North St. W. Farmington, Perkins St., Quebec 
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St., School St., Stewart Ave., Winter St., Lake Ave., Eastmont 
Square, Birchwood Lane. Also the New Vineyard Rd., and one 
light at the intersection of Voter Hill and Dunham Rd. 

The Fire Station Committee met ten times during the year 
and have submitted a report of their findings and recommen- 
dations, which is included in this report. 

The Able Ambulance Service, Inc. was sold by Paul 
LePage to Fred Allumbaugh. The proper documents were 
signed by the Selectmen insofar as it affected the contract. 
The contract was also amended to provide for monthly pay- 
ments beginning July 1, 1974 instead of one annual payment. 
Included in the amendment is a provision that Mr. Allum- 
baugh is personally responsible together with the Ambulance 
Corporation. 

The sewer billing process was commenced this year 
effective Jan. 1st. Due to lack of time the bills for the first 
three quarters were late in preparation. The fourth quarter 
billing was mailed on schedule. Any 1973 sewer bills remain- 
ing unpaid next April 1st will be included in the 1974 property 
tax assessment to the person owing such bill. 

The first large scale hottop project of a local nature was 
accomplished during the paving season funded from Federal 
Revenue Sharing. The total cost amounting to $65,000. Includ- 
ed in the program was a section of High St. from Maple Ave. 
northerly to South St., Main St. commencing several hundred 
feet northerly of Gray Ford to Fairbanks, Main St. from 
Abbott Hill to Sampson’s Mkt., Broadway and Middle St. from 
High St. to Fairview Ave. 

State Aid Funds were paid to the State and together with 
State matching funds were used to reconstruct 4/10 mile on 
the Town Farm Road. 

Town Road Improvement Funds furnished by the State 
were expended by the town on the Voter Hill Road from the 
Voter farm to the Wilton Town Line. 

Chapter 473, Public Laws of 1973 require the Board of 
Selectmen to adopt Welfare Guidlines for the administration 
of general assistance to the needy. The Selectmen have 
adopted the Maine Municipal Guidlines to be reviewed in 
six months. 

Chapter 470, Public Laws of 1973 eliminates settlement 
laws which means there are no more State Poor or Other 
Towns of Poor. The town is now financially responsible for all 
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poor requiring assistance. This change will require doubling 
the appropriation for 1974. The new law does provide for 
reimbursement by the State on 90%o of expenditures in excess 
of $9,900. The average expenditure for the past three years 
has been $8,880. 

Painting of the Municipal Garage started in 1972 was 
completed, as well as applying a roof coating to the original 
section built in 1939. 

Motor vehicle excise tax collections reached an all time 
high of $106,316 an increase of $18,511 over 1972. A part of 
the increase is attributed to an early payment by persons 
retaining the same number. 

Tax collections totaled $1,268,023 or 92.8% of the com- 
mitment which compares to 93% a year ago. Unpaid personal 
property taxes in the amount of $25 and over for the years 
1969, 1970, and 1971 are now in the hands of a local attorney 
for collection. 

The year ended with an unappropriated surplus of $135,- 
927 an increase of $62,269. 

Payment of $6,000 was made on the revaluation note, 
leaving a balance of $7,600 to be paid in 1974. 

Tax anticipation loans for payment of school assessments 
totaled $489,000 were repaid during the year as well as a 
temporary loan of $50,000 carried forward from 1972. 

Loans were made to make payment on the sewer con- 
tracts in anticipation of final Federal and State reimburse- 
ment. | 

Cash receipts totaled $2,188,902.55 with warrants of 
$2,166,063.49 leaving a cash balance of $22,839.06 as of 
Dec. 31st.

REPORT OF THE ASSESSOR 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Farmington: 


Aided in part by the construction of a new shopping 
center, two restaurants and several new dwellings, the total 
assessed valuation as of April 1, 1973, increased to $39,438,- 
100. This represents a gain of $3,490,379, nearly three-fourths 
of which was required to provide the additional income neces- 
sary to offset increases in the Town’s appropriation, the 
School Administrative District tax and County tax. However, 
the extra income generated by the increased valuation, plus 
additional monies received from the State and Federal 
revenue sharing programs, helped enable the Town to meet 
its obligations with no increase in the tax rate for 1973. 

More than 400 changes in real estate assessments were 
made during the past year, as the result of the continuing 
escalation of property values throughout the Town of 
Farmington and the increasingly more transitional nature of 
all real estate in general. Another indication of the growth 
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of the Town was the addition of more than $700,000 in tax- 
able personal property, largely the result of new commercial 
ventures. 

In addition to serving on the staff of instructors at the 
26th Annual Maine Assessors School at Bowdoin College, 
the Assessor attended meetings of the Maine Association of 
Assessing Officers held throughout the State. As a member of 
both the Executive Board and the Admissions and Credentials 
Committee of the Society of Professional Assessors he also 
participated in several special meetings and conferences 
during the year. 

Detailed appraisals of all tax exempt properties were 
conducted by the Assessor for the first time this year. Ex- 
emptions allowed veterans and their widows totaled $261,550, 
while the value of properties of religious, benevolent, 
charitable, literary and certain other statutorily tax exempt 
organizations and institutions amounted to $2,585,380. The 
total value of all properties of governmental units reached 
$16,556,760, more than half of which is represented by the 
University of Maine at Farmington. The grand total of all 
exempt property on April 1, 1973, was $19,403,690, or 37% 
of the total valuation of all real estate in the Town. 

Again this year it will be unnecessary for any owner of 
real estate to file a list of such property with the Assessor in 
order to protect his right of appeal. However, it would be 
appreciated if every owner who has erected any new con- 
struction or who has added in any way to the value of his 
property during the past year would report the same to the 
Assessor. 

The transition to computerized tax collection and assess- 
ment records was effected with little confusion. A breakdown 
of each individual tax bill into the respective budgetary 
expenditures was well received and will be continued. The 
machine-prepared Assessor’s Valuation and Collector’s Tax 
Commitment Books now include detailed identification of each 
item of property, real and personal, taxable and exempt, 
and your inspection is hereby invited.

REPORT OF THE CUTLER 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The trustees of the Farmington Public Library Asso- 
ciation were most appreciative of the $11,000 appropriation 
given them in 1973. We do not feel it will be necessary to ask 
for an increase this year, but we would greatly appreciate 


receiving the same amount for 1974. 

We are submitting herewith our annual report. This 
shows the results we were able to achieve largely through 
your support. We hope it will meet with your approval. 

It is with great regret that the trustees announced in 
December the resignation of Miss Shirley Marcous, our librar- 
ian for fifty years. That popular lady, who has served the 
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library with such devotion to duty these many years, signified 
she did not wish any special observance of her leave-taking. 
However, many of her friends contributed to a ‘‘money”’ 
tree which was given her just before Christmas. 

We were all saddened by the death of Dr. Frederick C. 
Lovejoy, the vice-president of the association. A corporator 
since 1951, and a trustee since 1957, Dr. Lovejoy always 
took a great interest in the library and was one of its staunch- 
est supporters. 

Another death among the corporators was that of Miss 
Gladys Arthur Brown. Miss Brown joined the association in 
1970. Although unable to take an active part in the library 
program, she always wished to be kept informed of the organ- 
ization’s activities. 

The Ethel Withee Pratt Memorial Art Room was a pop- 
ular meeting-place for children in the primary grades during 
the University of Maine at Farmington’s spring semester, 
and also during this last term. Children’s literature students 
at UMF conducted story-telling sessions on Saturday morn- 
ings. The program, under the supervision of Mrs. Donald 
E. Watson of the UMF faculty, was greatly enjoyed. 

Through the continuing generosity of the Pratt family, we 
were able to purchase six chairs for the Memorial Art Room. 
The library bought six matching chairs for the Hodgkins- 
Wheeler Room. 

Dr. Lyde Pratt and granddaughter, ‘‘Cricket,’’ enter- 
tained the trustees, library staff and friends in the Pratt Room 
in October. They showed slides taken during their European 
trip last summer. Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Sturtevant pro- 
vided refreshments. 

Exhibits held at the Pratt Memorial Room during 1973 
were as follows: ‘‘Tin and Tole Painted Ware,”’ done by the 
‘Early American Decorators”’ group under the direction of 
Mrs. Keene Morison of Wilton; ‘‘As Maine Goes,” a photo- 
graphic exhibit from the Bowdoin College Museum of Art; 
‘Norman Rockwell Saturday Evening Post Covers’’; ‘‘School- 
houses I Have Known,”’ a set of sketches done by Olive Dean 
Weeks in 1953; ‘‘Fans for Milady’s Fancy,’ from Ben Stinch- 
field’s collection; ‘‘Quilts of Our Ancestors’’; and ‘‘Mexican 
Art’’ from the Pratt collection. 

In the rotunda the following exhibits were shown: “Birds 
of Many Lands’; ‘‘World War I Memorabilia,’ from the C. 
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Robert Tyler collection; ‘“‘Dolls of Another Era,’’ from Tory 
Tyler’s collection; ‘‘Symmography’’ panels done by Mt. Blue 
High School students under the supervision of Nikki Adams; 
‘Hymn Books’’ from the Rev. Edwin Alexander’s collection; 
‘First Day Covers’’; ‘‘Character Figurines’’ whittled by Mrs. 
Elizabeth B. Smith; ‘‘Books of Grandma’s Day,’’ from Mrs. 
Joyce Hughes’ collection; *‘Wooden Jigsaw Puzzle Map and 
Geographies of 100 Years Ago.”’

During Children’s Book Week, 590 children and their 
teachers visited the library. Mrs. Nelson Austin, librarian, 
served as a guide for the groups. 

_ The library continues to have the lists of new books 
printed through the courtesy of the local newspapers and 
announced through the cooperation of Station WKTJ. Anyone 
physically unable to go to the library may call the librarian 
and request books which he wants. If they are available, 
they will be delivered and returned for him. 
| If anyone wishes a book which the library does not own, 
he is requested to notify the librarian. The Book Committee, 
' which meets once a month, will consider the request, and 
usually the book is purchased. 

Through the Maine State Library services, talking books 
and other visual aids can be provided for the handicapped. 
When our librarian is notified, she can obtain the material 
that is needed. Many of the aids are on display in the rotunda. 

A book selection meeting in Fairfield, under the auspices 
of the Maine State Library, was attended by Mrs. Harry 
Newman and Mrs. Benjamin Butler. An all-day library work- 
shop, held in Rumford, was attended by Mrs. James Reed, 
Mrs. Nelson Austin, and Mrs. Butler. 

Mrs. J. Clyde Heath and Miss Lou Carville, faithful volun- 
teers for many years, continued to keep the magazine section 
in order. 

Richard G. Morton, one of the library trustees and a vice- 
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president of the Maine Library Trustees Association, met with 
the MLTA during the year. 

The book, magazine and record circulation showed a 
good increase over that of a year ago. The grand total for 
1973 was 24,633 compared with 22,347 in 1972. 

Because of the increased cost for outside labor, social 
security taxes, fuel and other expenses, we did not carry out 
the purchase of a new stack section for the Children’s Room 
or the purchase of a steel file for the vault room. We hope to 
acquire these during the coming year. 

The one important improvement we did make was the 
installation of what we hope will prove a ‘fool-proof’’ railing 
on both sides of the outside walk. The posts of this railing are 
set in cement which should withstand any attempt by vandals 
to knock them down as has been done twice previously. 

One of the most gratifying experiences of the year was 
learning the Cutler Memorial Library was placed on the 
National Register of Historic Places, November 2, 1973. 

Thank you for supporting our request for the $11,000 
appropriation. Its use will be of benefit to all those towns- 
people who enjoy the services of their library.

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REPORT OF THE 
POLICE CHIEF 


To The Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


A police officer never knows what situations he will 
face or what decisions he will have to make everytime he puts 
on his uniform. Many times things happen so quickly the 
police officer has only seconds to make a decision. After the 
officer makes his decision, the defendent or his lawyer has 
weeks or months to work on the officer’s decision. This year 
there was a bank robbery in Farmington. This was a new sit- 
uation for the officers. Another time a Farmington officer was 
in pursuit of a drunk driver who wouldn’t stop. The officer 
radioed for assistance. A state police officer came to assist. 
The state police cruiser was extensively damaged when the 
drunk caused the cruiser to run into his truck. When the 
trooper got out of his vehicle the drunk tried to run over him. 
The quick thinking of the Farmington officer by driving his 
cruiser into the front of the truck and pushing the truck down 
the road backwards probably saved the life of the trooper. 
The same man who drove the truck was later convicted in 
court of assault of a high and aggravated nature. It is de- 
cisions like this that officers are required to make. Farming- 
ton has a very good police department, but crime is increasing 
so fast that the police officer needs more help from the 
citizens of the town. I realize what a citizen has to go through 
if he is involved in a court case. There are many hours of 
waiting at the Court House. After being put on the witness 
stand there are many times he is made to feel like he is on 
trial. It is only through the citizens that things can be 
changed. The police officer has to enforce the laws that are 
passed. The citizens can express their feelings to lawmakers 
and to persons given the powers to deal with law-breakers. 
I am asking for more citizens to get involved in helping the 
police. There are many ways a citizen can help without going 
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to court to testify. For example, if a person sees or hears of 
something that is stolen or knows of an instance where the 
law is being broken, the person seeing or hearing about the 
violation can call the police and give information. This can be 
done without giving his name. The person could ask to talk 
with an officer privately. Breaks and larcenies have doubled 
during the year 1973. It is with this type of crime that the 
police need help. 

The past year we had several safety programs in the 
school. There was a bicycle safety program last spring for the 
Mallett and Ingalls students. Last Fall,Officer Pressly and his 
dog show on safety, ‘‘Safety Circus’, was at the Community 
Center Building. Local businessmen generously sponsored the 
drug journal used at the Mt. Blue Junior High School. Book- 
lets and folders on safety were given to the Mallett and 
Ingalls Schools. Much credit should go to Mr. Ronald Bailey 
for helping to get the programs started. 

I have received six letters of appreciation from citizens. 
It is very gratifying to receive this type of letter. It is also 
rewarding to the officers for the chief to receive letters of 
appreciation from citizens citing appreciation for services 
rendered. 

The dog law has created a big problem for the police 
department. The police have had 150 to 200 complaints on 
dogs this year. The police aren’t equipped to handle dogs. 
The officer has to haul the dog in the cruiser and sometimes it

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gets really messy. It’s the officer who has to clean out the 
cruiser. The only dog the officer can take to the veterinarian 
is a dog that isn’t licensed or doesn’t have a tag. On weekends 
the veterinarian’s office is closed. There is no place to take 
the dogs. We do answer all dog complaints as soon as pos- 
sible. The police don’t go out and ‘‘chase down”’ stray dogs 
because they don’t have the time or equipment. 

I wish to thank the full time officers and spare officers 
for their fine cooperation. I extend further thanks to the 
Franklin County Sheriff’s Department, the Maine State Police 


and all other law enforcing agencies.

Department. The Department answered a total of 79 calls; 
69 of these were local calls and 10 out of town calls. We had 
no very serious calls, but we did notice an increase in the 
number of chimney fires. 

The Department held 12 regular meetings and a few 
specials. 

- In 1973 the Department purchased 500 ft. of 112” hose, 
two 212” nozzles and one 11%” nozzle. 

The members of the Fire Department wish to express 
their thanks to the people in town who have shown an in- 
terest in eventually having a new Fire Station arid equipment 
for the Town of Farmington.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE STATION 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Farmington: 


At the 1973 annual town meeting, the voters of Farming- 
ton felt that consideration and attention should be given to 
the current status and future needs of our fire department. 
Therefore, they authorized the Board of Selectmen to create 
a Fire Station Study Committee to determine and make 
recommendations on the physical needs of the Farmington 
Fire Department. 

The Selectmen appointed the following committee mem- 
bers: Harold Bean, Lewis Fitch, Don Fletcher, Bauer Small, 
Harvey Smith, Roger. Spear, and Robert Verhoeven. Roger 
Spear was elected chairman and Robert Verhoeven secretary. 

During this past year, the Committee was very active, 
and held a total of ten meetings. One meeting consisted of 
touring the fire station and municipal office complexes in the » 
Towns of Winslow and Gardiner. Another meeting consisted 
of spending a full day touring Farmington with a consultant, 
and former Fire Chief of Auburn, who has over 20 years 
experience in fire prevention and firefighting. 

Based on our consultant’s findings and suggestions, our 
visits to other facilities, our discussions with officials of other 
towns, our knowledge of the Farmington Fire Department 
and its present facilities, and additional committee discussion, 
the Committee is making two recommendations to the voters 
of Farmington which are in the form of Articles to be voted 
upon in this year’s annual town meeting. 

The first recommendation requests that approval be 
given to the concept of constructing a new municipal building 
for the fire department, police station, and town officials. 
With this approval the Town would commit $7,000 to be paid 
to an architectural firm to develop schematic plans and con- 
struction cost estimates. An additional $500. would be ap- 
propriated to obtain an option to purchase a building site. 
No site selection has been made to date. The construction 
plans and proposed land purchase, once developed, would be 
presented to the Town at a future town meeting. At that time, 
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the citizens of Farmington would approve or disapprove the 
building and land acquisition. The Committee is recommen- 
ding that all municipal services be combined in one building. 

The Committee feels that town government and related 
services can perform most efficiently when such activities 
are closely coordinated. Coordination can best be accom- 
plished when all activities are housed under one roof. The 
physical deficiencies of the present town offices were also a 
major factor for our recommended total municipal services 
complex. 

The present fire station, which is rented from the Farm- 
ington Water District, has deficiencies that create current 
problems and which severely limits future growth. The down- 
town location presents traffic problems and thus slows re- 
sponse time to fires. Adequate parking is not available for 
firemen when called to a fire. The present station cannot 
provide for future growth of the department. An aerial or 
snorkel truck is a future necessity which could only be housed 
in a new fire station. Full-time firemen will someday become a 
reality and space for quarters must be available. Without 
overcoming these deficiencies and allowing for future growth 
and improvements, the town’s fire insurance rating will 
probably drop from a “‘C”’ rating, to a ‘‘D’’ and possibly to an 
ate TAtnig: 

Our second recommendation is to appropriate $24,000 
from 1973 federal revenue sharing funds for the Fire Station 
Construction Reserve Fund. At the last annual town meeting, 
the citizens of Farmington recognized the potential need for a 
new fire station by creating a fire station construction re- 
serve fund in the amount of $10,000. Our recommendation 
would increase the fund to $34,000. 

Many factors were considered by the committee during 
the past year relative to our assigned duties and ultimate 
recommendations. All recommendations were based upon the 
Committee’s desire to build a fire department which can 
best serve the needs of the community in its responsibility to 
protect life and property from fire.

WASTEWATER TREATMENT 


Construction began on our new facilities in August of 
1971, consisting of the control facilities on Lower Main Street, 
three pumping stations, and five miles of pipe under the 
streets. 

We started receiving wastewater in November of 1972 
and are capable of effectively treating 600,000 gallons per 
day. Our average flow is 350,000 gallons per day. Suspended 
solids and B.O.D. removal average 95%o with a permissible 
85°o removal. 

Construction on a septic tank receiving station began in 
the spring of 1973. This is nearly completed. 

We have a new rodding machine and two used Highway 
Department trucks. 

I started working for the town in May of 1972. Steve 
Moore was hired as my assistant in May of 1973. We have 
taken on the Mt. Blue High School Plant in order to pay a 
portion of Mr. Moore’s salary.

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Farmington Conservation Commission is pleased to 
submit this report of its activities for 1973. 

The 101st anniversary of Arbor Day was celebrated on 
April 27, 1973 and planting ceremonies were conducted by the 
Commission at West Farmington and Farmington Falls. Two 
sugar maples, donated by the Commission, were planted by 
boys and girls from local scouting and 4-H organizations. 

During 1973 a total of 87 shade trees were planted under 
the State Shade Tree Planting Program, which paid 50% of 
the total cost. The Commission located the planting sites, 
determined the species suitable for planting and supervised 
the planting operation. The trees were planted on private 
property for the most part and an easement allows the town 
to maintain the trees. The planting program is now three 
years old and Farmington streets are beginning to show the 
results of this program. 

An open space land use inventory was accomplished 
during 1973 in which the University of Maine at Farmington 
cooperated. The work, which involved placing current land 
uses on maps, was done as a student project under the di- 
rection of Dr. Eldred Rolfe. This project was funded through a 
Ford Foundation Grant. 

The Conservation Commission, as authorized by the 
Board of Selectmen, and in cooperation with the Farmington 
Planning Board, is developing a municipal shoreline ordinance 
which will affect a 250’ zone on the shores of lakes, ponds, 
rivers and streams. This is being done to comply with the 
state provisions of the Mandatory Zoning and Subdivision 
Control Statute (title 12 M.R.S.A., Section 4811-4814) which 
will take effect July 1, 1974. 

The Farmington Conservation Commission seeks to pro- 
tect the natural resources of the community through conser- 
vation including open space preservation, scenic, aesthetic, 
flora and fauna preservation and beautification; pollution 
control of all types, and waste disposal of all types. Gifts and 
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bequests of land for scenic, recreational, or other public 
use purposes may be accepted by the Commission for the 
town.

REPORT ON THE FARMINGTON 
SWIMMING PROGRAM 


The Farmington Swimming Program concluded its fourth 
successful summer program for Farmington-area students 
at its Clearwater Lake location. Over three hundred partici- 
pated in the program which offered Red Cross approved 
instruction from beginning swimming up through Junior and 
Senior Lifesaving. There were two three-week sessions of 
regular instruction, plus a two-week session for the Lifesaving 
programs. The staff for this year consisted of Penny Floyd, 
Director; Cindy Ferrari, Assistant Director; Judy Friberg and 
Carol Edgar. Instructors, and several young people who volun- 
teered as assistants. The program is financed by appropria- 
tions from the Town of Farmington, registration fees charged 
to Farmington-resident participants, and tuition charged to 
non-residents who take part in the program. Bus transporta- 
tion is contracted with S.A.D. No. 9. There are several central 
pick-up points, and transportation is provided to and from the 
beach area. Members of the committee appointed by the town 
and responsible for setting up the program, were Mrs. Evelyn 
Ferrari, Mrs. Sally Smith, Colby Cain, Robert Friberg, Gerald 
Robinson and Rev. Robert Gale. 
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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON 
PLANNING BOARD 


The Farmington Planning Board met monthly for the 
regular meetings during 1973 and also held many special 
meetings to deal with several items of business. Included 
among ‘these were the reviewing of requests for electrical 
power hook-up as required under State of Maine Statutes. 
Recently, and as approved by the Board of Selectmen, this 
duty has been relegated to the Town Assessor, Richard Beck- 
with, in order to make it easier for persons to receive 
approval during regular working hours. 


The Board approved the following sub-divisions of land: 
Sherwood Oaks, Inc. located on North Main Street 
Maple Trailer Park located off Maple Avenue 
Norman Leavitt Land in the Farmington Falls area 
F. W. Berner land located on the Temple Road 
Delmar Johnson property located on Stewart Ave. Ext. 


During the year the Board regretfully accepted the resig- 
nations of Albert Mitchell, Chairman, and Carol Bowne, 
Member. Ray W. Mitchell was elected Chairman and Sturges 
Butler, Secretary. The Selectmen appointed Gaynelle Yeaton 
and Kevin Mullin as Members and John Ranger and Herbert 
Wing as Associate Members. 

The Board recommended to the Town that the Town 
purchase from the Soil Conservation Service, soil survey maps 
of the Town to be used by interested parties to facilitate 
land use planning. 

Much time was spent during the year in preparing for 
mailing a questionnaire to voters in the Town in order to 
determine their wishes in regard to completion of a Compre- 
hensive Plan which is required under Maine Statutes. The 
questionnaire, with invaluable help from the Androscoggin 
Valley Regional Planning Commission and the University of 
Maine at Farmington, was mailed in early January and hope- 
fully enough voter response will be forthcoming to indicate in 
what direction and with what new ordinances the Town of 
Farmington will move in order to achieve orderly growth. 
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The Board met on many occasions with the Conservation 
Commission to keep abreast of the drafting of the Shoreland 
Zoning Ordinance, approved by the Town and required under 
State Statutes to be enacted by July 1, 1974. 

A major article of business was the adoption and publi- 
cation of sub-division standards for the Farmington Planning 
Board. 

The Board also maintained close contact with the Uni- 
versity of Maine at Farmington in order to keep abreast of 
any information they have in regard to their future expansion 
plans. 

Present Planning Board members include Ray Mitchell, 
Sturges Butler, Gaynelle Yeaton, Harold Hardy, Kevin Mullin, 
John Ranger, and Herbert Wing. Comments by interested 
townspeople are always appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH 
SERVICES, INC. 


At no time in our recent history have we experienced a 
year so filled with uncertainties, surprises, and crises with 
such grave implications for the future stability of American 
Life. Organizations, like individuals, have not been immune to 
the events of 1973 and this, of course, includes the Andros- 
coggin Home Health Services. 

Despite the upheavals, economic and otherwise, of the 
recently concluded year, we at the A.H.H.S. believe that our 
services to the ‘‘Tri-County’’ public were strengthened during 
the year, and view 1974 with guarded optimism in terms of 
our ability to continue to improve and expand our service 
offerings. 

During the first eleven months of 1973 our home health 
care program served some 1,350 individual patients in the re- 
gion, obviously impacting quite directly on the lives of count- 
less others related in one way or another to these patients. 
Home care consists of such services as nursing, physical 
therapy, homemaking, and home health aide care, provided 
individually or in various combinations to sick patients in 
their own homes. Collectively, over 30,000 units (visits) of 
these services were provided. For many of these 1,350 
patients, the fact that home care was available meant shorter 
hospital stays; for others, it meant being at home rather than 
in a nursing or boarding home facility. 

In addition to the home care program we provided a 
variety of senior citizen health clinics throughout the year. 
These consisted of a general health screening program, flu 
shot clinics in some communities, and a region-wide glaucoma 
screening clinic, all co-sponsored by Project Independence 
and administered on a no-charge basis. Results of the screen- 
ing clinics were quite remarkable in terms of the large 
number of physical problems uncovered, most of which rep- 
resented correctible, or at least controllable problems. One 
can only speculate on the potential amount of future health 
care expenditures saved for those who prevented a health 
crisis through early detection of a disease. 
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Early in 1973 the agency assumed a new role of major 
significance. Under contract to the Maine Department of 
Health and Welfare, we are now responsible for assuring that 
some 6,000 children eligible for Medicaid benefits in Andros- 
coggin and Oxford counties receive periodic health assess- 
ments. This is a nationwide program with emphasis on pre- 
vention of medical problems, rather than on the more costly 
practice of crisis intervention. 

In Farmington our staff provided 607 home care visits to 
35 patients during the year, excluding December. Visits by 
type and volume included nursing, 344; home health aide, 
125; and homemaker, 138. Additionally, 26 senior citizens 
participated in one of the general health screening clinics. 

Support received from Farmington, which made possible 
a significant portion of these services, is greatly appreciated.

TRI COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH 
SERVICES, INC. 


FRANKLIN COUNTY AREA 
CLINIC 


During 1973, staff consisted of two full-time counselors 
and one part-time counselor, providing services to adults with 
emotional and family problems. Another full-time counselor, 
working, primarily, with the schools has instituted a new 
program of screening children with respect to mental retard- 
ation, learning disabilities and educational disturbances, 
John Gallagher is coordinating the program. Charles W. East- 
man, M.D. and John A. Arness, M.D. provide psychiatric 
services, a total of three days per week. 

An alcoholism counselor has been involved in the schools 
and industries, setting up educational programs. Alcoholism 
programs were introduced to three industries in the area. 
Direct services have been provided to alcoholics and their 
families. 

Our overall case load increased by 21% for the year of 
1973. 

In your town 28 children and 148 adults were seen for a 
total of 1,333 interviews.

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FRANKLIN COUNTY 
COMMUNITY ACTION COUNCIL 


During the past year the Franklin County Community 
Action Council (FCCAC) has continued to provide social serv- 
ices to county residents through its five major social service 
programs: Outreach, Head Start, Family Planning, Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps and Donated Commodities. In addition to 
the services provided by these programs, listed below; FCCAC 
co-sponsored (with WKT]J) Operation Santa Claus, bringing 
Christmas to 258 needy children. Outreach workers assisted 
approximately 200 senior citizens in receiving property tax 
refunds, and a new energy program, Project FUEL, was estab- 
lished to help county residents coordinate energy resources. 

The Community Action Council was formed in 1965 to 
assist communities in dealing with the problems of poverty. 
Decisions concerning community action programs are made 
by a 27-member Board of Directors. One-third of the members 
are elected by low-income voters, the other two-thirds are 
selected by public and private agencies. 

Farmington residents on the FCCAC Board of Directors 
are Rev. Edwin Alexander, Richard Barr, Charlotte Bogue, 
Carolyn Gay, Ray Magno, Sr., Sharon Sommer, and Kay 
Yeaton. 

Last year, because federal funding was uncertain, the 
Community Action Council appealed to county communities 
for continued financial support. Fourteen out of twenty towns 
voted to support FCCAC. Since the agency has continued, 
however, to receive federal funding on a three month basis, 
the monies appropriated last year are being held in escrow 
and no additional funds are being requested this year. It is 
quite certain that last year’s funds will be needed during 
1974, and will be used under the direction of the FCCAC 
Board of Directors. 

Below is a partial listing of social services in Farmington 
during the last year: 

236 low-income enrolled in Rural Health Associates 
comprehensive health plan. 

945 direct contacts with community residents by outreach 
workers. Of these contacts, 249 represent referrals to outside 
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agencies, such as, Health and Welfare, Social Security, 
Mental Health, etc. 


20 children attended Head Start. 

36 women received Family Planning services. 

11 youths enrolled in Neighborhood Youth Corps. 
3,731 received Donated Commodities. 

15 people from Farmington are employed by FCCAC.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Gount of cash was made and reconciled with cur- 
rent receipts and/or petty cash. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository and/or by bank confirma- 
tion. Other recorded assets and liabilities were verified on a 
test basis. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. 
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Records of town meetings and minutes of selectmen’s meet- 
ings, as they pertained to financial matters, were checked. 
Debt, trust, Federal Revenue Sharing and reserve fund trans- 
actions were examined. Sewer construction transactions and 
contracts were reviewed. Insurance and bond coverages were 
determined. 


COMMENTS 


Departmental Operations 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $50,403.34 was lapsed to 
unappropriated surplus per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 51,617.66 
Overdrafts 12a 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 50,403.34 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the administra- 
tion, tar surface treatment and roads and bridges accounts 
were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. The larger overdraft occurred 
in the social security, blue cross and blue shield and interest 
-accounts. The records did not indicate that authority had 
been granted allowing overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


x * * * * 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general and construction fund cash bal- 
ances totaled $22,839.06 and $4,423.48 respectively at Decem- 
ber 31, 1973. The bank balances used in reconciling these 
amounts were confirmed by the depository. Petty cash was 
counted. 

Investments were comprised principally of a 5.5%o certif- 
icate of deposit of $27,560.00. The remaining investment of 
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$10.00 is represented by one share of stock No. 1490 in the 
Farmington Farmers Union. 

Taxes receivable totaled $116,255.55 at the year end. 
Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $99,591.44 and 
$16,664.11 was for delinquent accounts dating from 1968. 
Other general fund assets included tax liens and tax acquired 
property amounting to $6,332.30 and $2,557.58 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . The depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $4,554.94 
carried forward to the ensuing year. 

The sewer construction account totaling $4,423.48 is 
available for future expenditure. The excess of actual state 
revenue sharing revenue over estimated totaling $2,290.88 
is carried forward to be applied toward the 1974 tax commit- 
ment. 

Federal revenue sharing payments ‘for the entitlement 
period July 1, 1972 to December 31, 1972, January 1, 1973 to 
June 30, 1973 and the first quarterly payment for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1973 amounted to $143,055.00. Interest 
earnings credited to the account amounted to $1,625.84. 
Appropriated revenue sharing funds of $78,904.00 were trans- 
ferred to the town’s operating account for public transporta- 
tion, social services, public safety and capital outlay pur- 
poses. Unappropriated funds at December 31, 1973 amounted 
to $65,777.09. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $135,927.78, an 
increase of $62,269.97 for the year. This change was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed, excess of actual over estimated undedicated 
revenue less a voter authorized transfer to reduce the tax 
levy. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund reflects the outstanding note obliga- 
tions of $227,896.00 issued to finance a revaluation program, 
sewer construction and state aid road construction. Bonds 


payable issued to finance sewer construction amounted to 
$835,000.00. 
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TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS ... . Funds held in trust by the 
town totaled $44,093.15. The funds are comprised of cemetery 
perpetual care funds amounting to $19,318.12, school funds of 
$18,775.03 and a library fund of $6,000.00. 

The capital reserve funds which have been established 
for designated capital improvement and replacement of equip- 
ment purposes, totaled $34,696.13. 

The trust and reserve funds are invested in certificates 
of deposits and savings deposits in local banks. 


GENERAL 


The use of undedicated revenue and a transfer from 
surplus to reduce the current year tax levy and appropria- 
tions from the Federal Revenue Sharing fund to various 
operating accounts were voter authorized. The voters also 
authorized the borrowing of monies in anticipation of 1974 
state aid road funds and the establishment of a capital 
reserve fund for the construction of a new fire station. 

Attention is directed to the amount of bank deposits in 
any one bank as they pertain to the insurance coverage. 

Supplemental taxes should be committed to the tax 
collector by the assessors in accordance with statutory 
provisions.

From the aeration ditches the partially treated waste- 
water and the biological solids proceed via a second distri- 
bution box to either or both of the two settling tanks. In these 
tanks the biological and inorganic solids are allowed to settle 
out and are collected at the bottom of the tank. The approx- 
imate retention time is four hours. 

The supernatant from the settling tanks then goes to the 
chlorine contact tank where chlorine is applied for disin- 
fection. A minimum chlorine contact time of fifteen minutes 
is provided, after which the treated effluent flows to the 
Sandy River. 

This waste treatment system will consistently provide a 
treated effluent with 85-90%o of the BOD and suspended solids 
removed. 

The excess biological solids generated in the aeration 
ditches are periodically removed from the treatment system 
and dewatered by mechanical sludge handling equipment in 
the control building. The dewatered solids are then trans- 
ferred to the local farm land. These solids have been stabi- 
lized during the treatment process such that they do not 
create nuisance conditions upon disposal. 


Startup operation of the treatment plant was commenced 
on November 16, 1972, with Daniel Chandler as plant opera- 
tor. In the Spring of 1973 Steven Moore was employed to 
assist Mr. Chandler in the operation of the plant, and to serve 
as operator of the Mt. Blue High School sewage plant. SAD #9 
reimbursing the town for this service. 

The total cost of the treatment plant is $1,088,762.25, 
the interceptor system $400,995.74, and collector system 
$1,123,875.31. The town’s share totals $835,000. The re- 
mainder was paid by State and Federal funds. 

Rathbun Co., Presque Isle, constructed the treatment 
plant and Sheppard Bros., Hallowell, installed the interceptor 
and collector systems.
